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Migrant quota plan rebuffed by 4 European nations

VIENNA (AP) — At least 
four countries Friday firmly 
rejected a European Union 
plan to impose refugee 
quotas to ease a worsen¬ 
ing migrant crisis that Ger¬ 


many’s foreign minister said 
was “probably the biggest 
challenge” in the history of 
the 28-nation bloc. 
Hungary, which along with 
the Czech Republic, Slo¬ 
vakia and Poland said it 
would not support the pro¬ 
posal, threatened instead 
to crack down on the thou¬ 
sands of people streaming 
across its borders daily as 
they flee war and persecu¬ 
tion. 

The stance by those Cen¬ 
tral European countries 
reflected a hardening 
front against distributing at 
least some of the refugees 
among them and was a 
stinging rebuff to German 
Foreign Minister Frank-Wal- 
ter Steinmeier, who trav¬ 
eled to Prague to try to 
persuade them to recon¬ 
sider. 

While the Czechs, Slovaks 
and Poles have been rela¬ 
tively unaffected by the 
influx, Hungary has faced 


growing criticism about its 
stance toward the asylum 
seekers. Other EU leaders 
and human rights groups 
accuse the government 
of gross mismanagement 
or serious negligence in 
housing, feeding and pro¬ 
cessing the migrants trav¬ 


eling from the Balkans and 
through Hungary to West¬ 
ern Europe. 

Peter Bouckaert of Human 
Rights Watch asserted Hun¬ 
gary was keeping migrants 
and refugees “in pens like 
animals, out in the sun with¬ 
out food and water.” 

A video that the rights 
group said was from in¬ 
side a holding facility at 
the border town of Roszke 
showed metal fences sur¬ 
rounding clusters of tents 
and dividing migrants into 
groups. Guards were de¬ 
picted throwing food into 
the air for desperate peo¬ 
ple to grab. 

Erno Simon, a spokesman 
in Hungary for the U.N. refu¬ 
gee agency, said the hous¬ 
ing situation in Roszke with 
nighttime temperatures 
falling to near freezing “is 
really very, very alarming.” 
Unfazed, Hungarian Prime 
Minister Viktor Orban 
threatened an even hard¬ 


er line, saying his country 
intended to catch, convict 
and imprison people who 
continue to penetrate its 
new border barriers as part 
of get-tough border secu¬ 
rity measures scheduled to 
begin Tuesday. 

“If they don’t cross into 


Hungary territory legally, 
we will consider it a crime,” 
Orban said, saying the “il¬ 
legal immigrants” had no 
one to blame but them¬ 
selves for any hardships suf¬ 
fered. 

“They don't cooperate. 
They are not willing to go 
to the places where they 
receive provisions: food, 
water, shelter, health care. 
They have risen up against 
Hungary’s legal order,” he 
told a Budapest news con¬ 
ference. 

Hungarian police already 
are overwhelmed with the 
influx and are unlikely to be 
able to mount an effective 
effort to jail those deemed 
to be entering illegally. Still, 
Orban's comments were 
likely to feed the trepida¬ 
tion some of the migrants 
already were expressing 
Friday even while still hun¬ 
dreds of kilometers (miles) 
away from Hungary, 

“We heard they are hitting 


people," said 31-year-old 
Amer Zein, from the Syrian 
city of Aleppo, who crossed 
into Macedonia on Friday. 
Still, he was determined 
to push on to Germany 
with his wife, brother and 
a friend, despite what he 
had heard was happening 


in Hungary. 

“We will sit and do what¬ 
ever the police tell us. We 
are afraid, but we must get 
through,” he said. 

A Hungarian camerawom- 
an who was caught on 
video kicking and tripping 
migrants near the Serbian 
border offered a qualified 
apology Friday. 

In a letter in the Magyar 
Nemzet newspaper, Petra 
Laszlo said she was “sin¬ 
cerely sorry for what hap¬ 
pened,” but added: “I was 
scared as they streamed 
toward me, and then 
something snapped inside 
me.” 

The 40-year-old was fired 
by the right-wing N1TV on¬ 
line channel after video 
of her taken by other jour¬ 
nalists went viral. Police 
released Laszlo without 
charges after questioning 
her on suspicion of disor¬ 
derly conduct. An investi¬ 
gation is continuing, they 


said. 

Bottlenecks have devel¬ 
oped at the borders during 
the crisis as thousands of 
people, many from war- 
torn Syria, travel across the 
eastern flank of Europe. 
Reflecting those tensions 
at the main crossing into 
Austria, a trickle of migrants 
marching toward Vienna 
quickly swelled into a tor¬ 
rent early Friday toward a 
major Austrian highway. 
Police briefly closed the 
A4 motorway to Vienna 
because of the potential 
dangers posed by people 
walking on the road. 

The trek was sparked by an 
Austrian Federal Railways 
decision to suspend train 
shuttle service for the mi¬ 
grants to Vienna from the 
Nickelsdorf crossing, citing 
overcrowding. But Austrian 
officials later rounded up 
extra buses and taxis to fer¬ 
ry people to Vienna, along 
with the three regular trains 
scheduled from Nickels¬ 
dorf. 

The shuttle shutdown fol¬ 
lowed the company’s sus¬ 
pension Thursday of all train 
service toward Vienna from 
the Hungarian capital, Bu¬ 
dapest, where thousands 
have overwhelmed the 
main Keleti station to try to 
board westbound trains. 
Only a relatively few peo¬ 
ple have sought asylum 
once in Vienna. Instead, 
the capital has served as a 
transit point for many arriv¬ 
ing in the past week. 

Most have gone on to Ger¬ 
many, where 450,000 mi¬ 
grants have entered. It is 
expecting at least 800,000 
this year, the most in Eu¬ 
rope. Munich authorities 
said more than 40,000 peo¬ 
ple have arrived in the past 
six days. 

Hans Peter Doskozil, the 
police chief of eastern Bur- 
genland, said 7,500 people 
had crossed into Austria 
at Nickelsdorf on Thursday 
alone. 

Steinmeier, the German for¬ 
eign minister, was in Prague 
to try to round up support 
fora plan put forth Wednes¬ 
day by European Commis¬ 
sion President Jean-Claude 
Juncker to share 120,000 
refugees now in Greece, 
Italy and Hungary among 
the EU nations. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
warned Russia Friday 
against doubling down on 
its support for Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad, casting 
a recent buildup of Russian 
military equipment and 
personnel in Syria as an ef¬ 
fort to prop up the embat¬ 
tled leader. 

“The strategy they’re pursu¬ 
ing right now of doubling 
down on Assad is a mis¬ 
take,” Obama said during 
a town hall with U.S. military 
personnel. 

Russia denies it's trying to 
bolster Assad and instead 
says its increased military 
activity is part of the inter¬ 
national effort to defeat 
the Islamic State, the ter¬ 
ror group that has wreaked 
havoc in both Syria and 
Iraq. Earlier Friday, Russian 
Foreign Minister Sergey Lav¬ 
rov called on world powers 
to join his country in that 


pursuit, arguing that Syria’s 
army is the most efficient 
force to fight the extremist 
network. 

“You cannot defeat Is¬ 
lamic State with air strikes 
only,” Lavrov said, a dig 
at Obama’s strategy. “It's 
necessary to cooperate 
with ground troops and the 
Syrian army is the most effi¬ 
cient and powerful ground 


force to fight the IS.” 
Russia's military moves 
have punctured what had 
been a notable uptick in 
optimism among U.S. of¬ 
ficials about the prospect 
that Moscow was tiring 
of Assad, its longtime ally. 
Syria has been gripped by 
civil war for more than four 
years, a conflict that has 
claimed more than 250,000 


lives and created a vacu¬ 
um for extremism to thrive. 
For months, U.S. officials 
have been gauging Rus¬ 
sia’s willingness to help re¬ 
start a political process to 
remove Assad from power. 
Obama, however, painted 
a grim prospect of that 
happening in light of Rus¬ 
sia’s new action. 

“It could prevent us from 
arriving at the political solu¬ 
tion that’s ultimately need¬ 
ed to bring a peace back 
to Syria," he said. 

Secretary of State John 
Kerry has spoken twice with 
Lavrov this week to warn 
that the Russian military 
buildup could lead to an 
escalation of the bloody 
conflict. The crisis in Syria 
is also likely to be a major 
topic when world leaders 
head to the United Nations 
later this month for an an¬ 
nual gathering. 

Obama and Russian Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin are 
both scheduled to attend 
the UN meetings, though 


it’s unclear whether they’ll 
meet. Some analysts be¬ 
lieve Russia wants to have 
its military force in Syria 
ready for action by the time 
Putin arrives in New York. 
Despite the warnings from 
the U.S., Lavrov said Russia 
would continue to supply 
Assad with weapons that 
he said will help defeat Is¬ 
lamic State fighters. 

“I can only say once again 
that our servicemen and 
military experts are there 
to service Russian military 
hardware, to assist the Syr¬ 
ian army in using this hard¬ 
ware," he said at a news 
conference in Moscow. 
“And we will continue to 
supply it to the Syrian gov¬ 
ernment in order to ensure 
its proper combat readi¬ 
ness in its fight against ter¬ 
rorism.” 

Russia has been a longtime 
backer of Syria, and it has

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Rick Perry first to exit 2016 Republican presidential race

ST. LOUIS (AP) Former Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry ended his 
second bid for the Repub¬ 
lican presidential nomina¬ 
tion on Friday, becoming 
the first major candidate of 
the 2016 campaign to give 
up on the White House. 

The longest-serving gover¬ 
nor in Texas history told a 
group of conservative ac¬ 
tivists in St. Louis that “some 
things have become clear" 
and he was suspending his 
campaign. 

“We have a tremendous 
field of candidates prob¬ 
ably the greatest group of 
men and women,” Perry 
said. 

“I step aside knowing our 
party is in good hands, as 
long as we listen to the 
grassroots, listen to that 
cause of conservatism. If 
we do that, then our party 
will be in good hands.” 

Well over a dozen Republi¬ 
cans are competing for the 
party’s nomination. 

Four years after his first bid 
for the White House ended 


after disappointing finishes 
in the Iowa caucuses and 
New Hampshire primary. 
Perry this time couldn’t 
even make it to the sec¬ 
ond debate night of the 
2016 race after failing to 
poll well enough to qualify. 
In a debate four years ago, 
he couldn’t remember the 
third federal agency he’d 
promised to close if elect¬ 
ed and muttered, “Oops" 
a moment that doomed 
his bid. 

The 2016 Republican cam¬ 
paign has been dominat¬ 
ed by billionaire Donald 
Trump, who stole away Per¬ 
ry’s Iowa campaign chair¬ 
man after Perry was forced 
to suspend paying mem¬ 
bers of his staff as his cam¬ 
paign fundraising dried up. 
A group of super PACs, 
largely funded by three big 
Perry backers, had briefly 
kept Perry afloat by rais¬ 
ing $17. His decision Friday 
came as a surprise to those 
groups, which are barred 
from communicating di¬ 
rectly with the campaign.

Justice Department affirms Clinton 
had right to delete personal emails 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Justice Department is af¬ 
firming that former Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Clinton had the right 
to delete personal emails 
from her private server. 
Government lawyers made 
the assertion in a court fil¬ 
ing this week in a public re¬ 
cords lawsuit filed by Judi¬ 
cial Watch, an advocacy 
group. 

The legal filing says “there 
is no question” that Clinton 
could have deleted per¬ 
sonal emails without agen¬ 


cy supervision and could 
have done so even if she’d 
been using a government 
server. 

Judicial Watch had asked 
a federal judge to issue 
an order ensuring that all 
Clinton’s emails were pre¬ 
served. 

The Justice Department 
said there was no need for 
such an order given that 
Clinton had the right to de¬ 
lete personal emails and 
that those messages are 
not subject to the public 
records law. □

Man shot by guard at D.C. rail station

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

man stabbed a woman 
and then was shot by a 
security guard at Wash¬ 
ington’s Union Station on 
Friday, sending people 
fleeing outside as trains 
were briefly stopped and 
officers converged on the 
massive transit hub. 

“I saw people running, 
and I just started running. 
It sounded like it was right 
next to me,” said Ursula 
Lauriston, a 28-year-old 
magazine editor who was 
ordering lunch at Jamba 
Juice, one of dozens of 
restaurants and shops in 
the station. “... People 
were completely con¬ 
fused as to what was go¬ 
ing on, and no one knew 
whether to run or hide.” 
The incident came on the 
14th anniversary of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 


but police said there was 
no apparent connection 
between the two. 
“Obviously, with this being 
9/11, fears were height¬ 
ened and escalated," 
D.C. police Commander 
Jeff Brown said. But offi¬ 
cials said they believe the 
incident was the result of a 
domestic dispute. 

The security officer — a pri¬ 
vate security guard asso¬ 
ciated with the Securities 
and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion, across the street from 
Union Station — saw the 
man stabbing the woman 
and chased him, police 
said. The man turned and 
pointed the knife at the 
security guard, lunging at 
him, according to police. 
The guard fired one shot, 
and the man was wound¬ 
ed in the side, officials 
said. 

Both the man and the 
woman's injuries were 


believed to be non-life- 
threatening, police said. 
Their identities were not 
yet released. 

Union Station — home to 
national railroad Amtrak's 
headquarters — is big¬ 
ger than the nearby U.S. 
Capitol, and some 90,000 
people pass through each 
day. Flags on the towering 
poles outside the station’s 
main entrance were flying 
at half-staff Friday in re¬ 
membrance of 9/11. 
Lauriston said that once 
she was outside the sta¬ 
tion, she felt “that need to 
capture the moment." She 
snapped a photo of peo¬ 
ple fleeing and tweeted 
it. She said she’s relieved 
that police suspect a do¬ 
mestic dispute is to blame. 
“I thought it was a terror 
act just because Union 
Station would be a prime 
location for something like 
that,” she said.Q 


APNewsBreak: Spying fears drive 
US from Chinese-owned Waldorf

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fears of espionage have driven 
the U.S. government from New York’s famed Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, which has housed presidents and other 
top American officials for decades but was bought 
last year by a Chinese firm from Hilton Worldwide. 
Instead, President Barack Obama, his top aides and 
staff along with the sizable diplomatic contingent 
who trek to Manhattan every September for the an¬ 
nual U.N. General Assembly will work and stay at the 
New York Palace Hotel, the White House and State 
Department said. 

The Associated Press first reported the impending 
move in June but it wasn’t formally announced until 
Friday, a day after the final contract was signed with 
the Palace. 

Officials said the change is due in large part to con¬ 
cerns about Chinese espionage, although White 
House and State Department spokesmen said the de¬ 
cision was based on several considerations, including 
space, costs and security. 

“While I don’t have the details on the specific ar¬ 
rangement that's in place for the president’s trip to 
New York in a couple of weeks, I can confirm the re¬ 
port that president will stay and the rest of the US del¬ 
egation will stay at the New York Palace Hotel,” White 
House spokesman Josh Earnest told reporters. 

At the State Department, spokesman Mark Toner said 
the decision followed a review “to take into account 
changing circumstances.” 

In addition to the switch for the U.N. meeting. Toner 
said the department is also considering whether the 
Waldorf should still serve as the residence of the U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations as part of a review 
of “our security protocols and standard operating 
procedures to ensure the safety and security of our in¬ 
formation and personnel.” The hotel has served as the 
home of the ambassador to the UN since 1947 and 
presidents and other top officials have traditionally 
used the Waldorf for decades. “We are evaluating 
our options,” Toner said. “The decision about the lo¬ 
cation of the U.S. Ambassador's residence must nec¬ 
essarily take into account numerous factors, including 
costs, the needs of the United States government and 
the U.S. Mission to the UN, as well as any possible secu¬ 
rity concerns.” U.S. law allows the department to rent 
the ambassador’s residence for a term of 10 years or 
less. The current lease expires next year with an option 
to renew for one or two years. 

U.S. officials have pointed to Hilton's sale of the 
Waldorf-Astoria to China’s Beijing-based Anbang 
Insurance Group for $1.95 billion last year as hav¬ 
ing prompted the security concerns and on recent 
overnight trips to New York, Obama, Vice President 
Joe Biden and Secretary of State John Kerry have all 
shunned the Waldorf for other hotels. It was not im¬ 
mediately clear if U.S. officials would be barred from 
meeting with foreign dignitaries at the Waldorf, which 
will continue to host non-U.S. delegationsO 
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Man gets 12 years in prison for air-traffic facility fire 


CHICAGO (AP) — A Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administration 
contractor who admitted 
setting a fire at a Chicago- 
area radar facility that dis¬ 
rupted flights nationwide 
was sentenced Friday to 
12 1/2 years in prison after

Brian Howard pleaded 
guilty in May to willfully de¬ 
stroying an air navigation 
facility and using fire to 
commit a felony. U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Gary Feinerman 
sentenced Howard, 37, of 
Naperville, after a lengthy 
hearing that included testi¬ 
mony from those impacted 
by the fire at the Chicago 
En Route Center in subur¬ 


ban Aurora. 

Dan Palmer testified he was 
forced to drive to Texas to 
visit his dying sister because 
his flight was canceled. 
Palmer sobbed when he 
said his sister died before he 
reached her Dallas home. 

“I want Mr. Howard to know 
how his actions affected 
many people in many ways 
that he cannot even imag¬ 
ine,” said Palmer, who lives 


in the Chicago suburb of 
Bartlett. 

Howard read a statement 
apologizing for his actions, 
which caused $100 million 
in damage, saying he was 
in a fog of depression at 
the time. 

“I lost myself and I snapped. 
I decided to take my own 
life," he said. “I did not act 
out of anger. 

I acted out of despair. I 


cannot explain why I did it.” 
According to court filings, 
Howard walked into the 
radar facility where he 
worked as a telecommuni¬ 
cations contractor before 
dawn on Sept. 26, carrying 
a gas can, a lighter and 
knives; he cut cables and 
set fire to a telecommuni¬ 
cations room before trying 
to slit his throat. □

Goldberg, of Florida, be¬ 
gan communicating on¬ 
line with an FBI informant in 
July, giving information on 
how to build a bomb us¬ 
ing a pressure cooker and 
shrapnel dipped in rat poi¬ 
son, according to the com¬ 


plaint. Goldberg instructed 
the informant to place the 
bomb at a memorial in 


Kansas City, Missouri, com¬ 
memorating the 14th an¬ 
niversary of the September 


11,2001, attacks, the com¬ 
plaint says. No bomb was 
produced. 

Goldberg, claiming to be 
in Perth, Australia, said he 
thought a pressure cooker 
bomb would be the best 
option and suggested at¬ 
tacking a 9/11 memorial 
event in Kansas City, ac¬ 
cording to the messages. 
Australian Federal Po¬ 
lice confirmed they were 
contacted by the FBI. In 
a statement, the AFP said 
Goldberg will be charged 
with providing information 
online in an attempt to fa¬ 
cilitate and encourage ter¬ 
rorist acts in Australia. 

Two federal public defend¬ 
ers appointed to represent 
Goldberg did not imme¬ 
diately respond to emails 
seeking comment. A judge 
set a Tuesday bail hearing 
for Goldberg. 

According to Australian 


police, they interviewed 
a witness who said Gold¬ 
berg was an “online troll" 
who liked to stir up trouble 
through hoaxes. 

On Wednesday, federal 
agents served a search 
warrant at the home Gold¬ 
berg shares with his parents 
and two younger siblings, 
taking the suspect into cus¬ 
tody. 

Goldberg admitted under 
questioning that he had 
provided the informant 
with bomb-making infor¬ 
mation and used the on¬ 
line aliases associated with 
their conversations, ac¬ 
cording to the complaint. 
Goldberg told agents that 
he believed the instructions 
would create a working 
bomb. 

However, Goldberg 

claimed that he didn’t in¬ 
tend for the Missouri attack 
to be carried out. □ 


Mistrial for US officer who slammed Indian man to ground

a mistrial in the case of an 
Alabama police officer 
charged with violating an 
Indian man’s civil rights and 
using unreasonable force 
as he slammed him to the 
ground.

Sureshbhai Patel, 58, had 
traveled from India and 
was visiting relatives when 
he was approached by po¬ 
lice during a morning walk. 


A neighbor who saw Patel 
called police and reported 
a thin black man walking 
through the neighborhood 
and acting suspiciously 
Parker slammed Patel 
down face-first during the 
ensuing suspicious person 
investigation. Police tried 
questioning Patel, but the 
man said he doesn’t speak 
English. Parker has said he 


took Patel to the ground 
because he was resisting 
officers and reached to¬ 
ward his pockets. 

Patel denied that through 
an interpreter. 

Parker took the stand in 
his own defense and said 
he lost his balance while 
he was trying to take Patel 
to the ground and didn’t 
mean to hurt him. 


Video showed Patel turn¬ 
ing to look at Parker while 
his hands were behind his 
back just before he was 
slammed to the ground 
and seriously injured. 
Defense attorney Robert 
Tuten has said the con¬ 
frontation was an unfortu¬ 
nate escalation of police 
tactics and not a criminal

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Catalan separatists rally in Barcelona to secede from Spain

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) — 

Hundreds of thousands of 
separatist-minded Cata¬ 
lans swarmed Barcelona 
on Friday, giving enthusi¬ 
astic backing to indepen¬ 
dence advocates who are 
hoping to elect a majority 
of secessionists in the re¬ 
gional parliamentary elec¬ 
tion this month. 

The campaign for the 
Sept. 27 ballot began on 
the same day as the Cata¬ 
lan National Day holiday, 
which separatists have 
used for years to rally hun¬ 
dreds of thousands to call 
for the creation of a new 
European nation. 
Barcelona police estimat¬ 
ed that almost 1.4 million 
people participated but 
the Spanish Interior Ministry 
said the demonstration at¬ 
tracted between 520,000 
and 550,000 protesters. 

The top candidate on a 
list representing a block of 
pro-independence parties 
told reporters that separat¬ 
ists wanted to stage an in¬ 
dependence referendum 
so Catalonia's voters could

say.“I am willing to go to 
the end of this process if we 
have the majority of seats 
in parliament,” said Artur 
Mas, Catalonia’s regional 
leader. But Mas said inde¬ 


pendence aspirations must 
be put on hold if backers 
fail to win a majority in the 
regional parliament. 

The central government in 
Madrid has consistently in¬ 
sisted that independence 
for the region is unconsti¬ 
tutional. Spanish officials 
have also said they won't 
let citizens who live in Cat¬ 
alonia be stripped of their 
Spanish citizenship. 

Deputy Prime Minister Sora- 
ya Saenz de Santamaria 
told reporters Friday that 
a regional parliamentary 
majority for separatists 
won’t help them pull the 
region away, because 
Spain's autonomous re¬ 
gions don't have the legal 
power to do so. 

Polls have shown Catalans 
overwhelmingly support 
the right for a secession 
referendum but are evenly 
divided over whether they 
actually want the region 
to be independent. Polls 
show they are against it if 
it means a Catalan state 
would be outside the 
28-nation European Union. 
Protester Noelia Godoy, 25,

Syriza pulling ahead in election run-up 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — The 

radical left Syriza party of 
former prime minister Alexis 
Tsipras is pulling ahead of 
the conservative main op¬ 
position party in the run-up 
to Greece’s snap general 
election on Sept. 20, ac¬ 
cording to an opinion poll 
published Friday. 

The poll conducted for 
the left-leaning Efimerida 
ton Syntakton newspaper 
showed Syriza at 28.5 per¬ 
cent compared to 23.5 
percent for the center-right 
New Democracy party. 
Nazi-inspired Golden Dawn 
was in third place with 6.5 
percent, while 17.5 percent 
of respondents were unde¬ 
cided or would not answer. 
Conducted by ProRata on 
Sept. 7-9, the nationwide 


poll questioned 1,300 peo¬ 
ple by telephone and had 
a margin of error of 2.8 per¬ 
centage points. Other polls 
have shown the two main 
parties in a dead heat. 
Friday’s poll shows an im¬ 
provement for both Syriza 
and New Democracy. In 
late August, a similar poll 
from the agency had Syriza 
at 23 percent and New De¬ 
mocracy at 19.5 percent. 
All polls conducted so far 
show no party able to win 
enough parliamentary 
seats to govern without co¬ 
alition partners. 

The nationalist Indepen¬ 
dent Greeks, Syriza's gov¬ 
erning coalition partner, 
was polling at 2.5 percent 
— short of the 3 percent 
threshold required to win 


any seats. 

A failure by the party to 
gain representation could 
complicate Tsipras’ options 
if he falls short of an overall 
majority. 

Tsipras resigned barely 
seven months into his four- 
year term. He triggered the 
election after Syriza hard¬ 
liners rebelled over his de¬ 
cision to sign a third bailout 
deal with creditors that re¬ 
quired spending cuts and 
tax hikes despite his prom¬ 
ises to end austerity. 

The Syriza hardliners have 
formed a new party.

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Saudi Arabia: 87 dead in crane collapse at Mecca mosque

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) 

— A towering construction 
crane collapsed on Friday 
during a violent rainstorm 
in Saudi Arabia's city of 
Mecca, Islam's holiest site, 
crashing into the Grand 
Mosque and killing at least 
87 people ahead of fhe 
start of the annual hajj pil¬ 
grimage later this month. 
Videos and photos post¬ 
ed by social media users 
showed a grisly scene, with 
police and onlookers at¬ 
tending to bloodied bod¬ 
ies on the polished mosque 
floors. 

Saudi Arabia's civil defense 
authority provided a series 
of rising casualty numbers 
on its official Twitter ac¬ 
count. As of late Friday, it 
said those injured in the di¬ 
saster numbered 184. 

A photo posted online by 
the authority showed po¬ 
lice and workers in hard- 
hats inspecting a pile of 
collapsed concrete slabs 
inside a part of the sprawl¬ 
ing, ornately decorated 
mosque. 


Authorities did not provide 
details on the victims' na¬ 
tionalities, but it was likely 
that the tragedy will touch 
several countries. 

The Grand Mosque and 
the cube-shaped Kaaba 
within it draw Muslims of 
all types from around the 
world throughout the year, 
though numbers increase 
significantly in the run-up to 
the hajj. 

Performing the pilgrimage 
once during one's lifetime 
is a duty for all able-bodied 
adult Muslims. 

Pan-satellite Al-Jazeera 
Television broadcast 

footage from inside the 
mosque compound said to 
be from the aftermath of 
the accident, showing the 
floor strewn with rubble and 
what appear to be pools of 
blood. 

Another video, on a Twit¬ 
ter posting, captured the 
apparent moment of the 
crane’s collapse during 
a heavy rainstorm, with a 
loud boom, screams and 
confusion.

Saudi-led airstrikes and rebel shelling kills 35 in Yemen

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 

Two days of airstrikes by a 
Saudi-led coalition target¬ 
ing Yemen’s Shiite rebels 
killed seven civilians in the 
country’s capital, Sanaa, 
independent security and 
health officials said Friday. 
The strikes targeted camps 
and weapons depots used 
by the rebels, known as 
Houthis, which are located 
near residential areas in the 
city, the officials said. The 
death toll included those 
killed on Friday and Thurs¬ 
day, they said. 


In the stricken area, many 
residents had fled their 
homes for safer neighbor¬ 
hoods, away from rebel 
posts, while others have left 
the rebel-held Sanaa en¬ 
tirely, according to those 
who stayed behind. 

“We’ve lived a night full of 
fear,” said Ammar Badawy, 
a resident of western Sonay- 
na neighborhood where 
the Saudi-led airstrikes hit 
an air force academy, also 
controlled by the Houthis. 
“The windows and doors 
in my house came off and 
were destroyed from the 
sheer power of the explo¬ 


sions,” Badawy said. 
Another Sanaa resident, 
Hoda Saleh, said she, her 
husband, and their children 
left their home in al-Nahda 
neighborhood. They are 
now staying at a hotel in 
another area of the Yeme¬ 
ni capital. 

Al-Nahda has seen intense 
airstrikes over the past few 
days targeting Houthi lead¬ 
ers' homes, weapons de¬ 
pots, and camps. 

Yemen has been torn by 
a ferocious war pitting the 
Houthis and forces fight¬ 
ing for former President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh against 


fighters loyal to exiled Presi¬ 
dent Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi, as well as southern 
separatists, local militias 
and Sunni extremists. 

The Houthis took over Sa¬ 
naa last September, tak¬ 
ing control of government 
buildings there. As the reb¬ 
els advanced around the 
country, a Saudi-led coali¬ 
tion launched an airstrikes 
campaign against them in 
March. 

In the key central Marib 
province, the Houthis on Fri¬ 
day fired several Katyusha 
missiles into a residential

Marib, killing 25 civilians 
and wounding others, tribal 
and independent security 
officials said. 

Pro-government forces 
control most of the city and 
large areas of the province. 
The Houthi-run Saba news 
agency said the Katyushas 
targeted and killed al-Qai- 
da and other fighters there. 
The pro-government forces 
say they are looking to take 
all of Marib, before push¬ 
ing onto the adjoining Jawf 
province, which connects 
Marib to Saada province 
— the Houthi heartland. □

Chinese district 
threatens to kill 
all its pet dogs 

BEIJING (AP) — A Chinese 
district government is giv¬ 
ing dog owners a stark 
choice: Get rid of your 
pets or we’ll come to your 
home and kill them on the 
spot. 

Even in a country where 
dog ownership is tightly 
regulated, the order issued 
this week by the Dayang 
New District in the eastern 
city of Jinan is extreme. 

“No person is permitted to 
keep a dog of any kind,” 
said the notice posted 
on gateposts around the 
community of mostly high- 
rise apartment blocks. 
“Deal with it on your own, 
or else the committee will 
organize people to enter 
your home and club the 
dog to death right there.” 
Regional governments 
have killed stray animals 
before, but Dayang's or¬ 
der also covers dogs that 
have been registered and 
vaccinated. 

Culls often follow out¬ 
breaks of rabies, a disease 
that kills about 2,000 Chi¬ 
nese each year, but the 
order cites only the main¬ 
tenance of environmental 
hygiene and “everyone's 
normal lives” as reasons. 
People who answered 
calls Friday at the district 
government office said no 
one was available to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

However, an unidentified 
worker from the Dayang 
village committee inter¬ 
viewed by a local televi¬ 
sion station insisted the or¬ 
der was the will of the ma¬ 
jority of the district’s more 
than 1,000 residents. 

“Dogs are always defecat¬ 
ing all over the place and 
bothering people. A lot of 
people were complaining 
so we wrote a public no¬ 
tice to avoid a conflict,” 
the man said. □

From 
abroad, the White Flouse 
said it was "deeply sad¬ 
dened” by the ruling. Am¬ 
nesty International, the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and U.N. hu¬ 
man rights officials joined in 
condemnation. 

“This case is a complete 
travesty of justice,” said 


Jose Miguel Vivanco, 
Americas director at Flu- 
man Rights Watch. "In a 
country that lacks judicial 
independence, a provi¬ 
sional judge convicts four 
innocent people after a 
trial in which the prosecu¬ 
tion did not present basic 
evidence” 

The court rejected all but 
two defense witnesses, 
both of whom ultimately 
declined to testify, while 
letting the prosecution call 
more than 100 during the 
closed-door sessions, ac¬ 
cording to Lopez’s attor¬ 
neys. 

Lopez insists he called only 
for peaceful protests and 
his backers blame armed 
government supporters for 
much of the bloodshed.

Lopez implicitly encour¬ 
aged the violence.

Chile sees clashes 
on military coup’s 
42nd anniversary 

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 

Clashes have broken out 
as Chileans mark the 42nd 
anniversary of the coun¬ 
try’s military coup. Officials 
report that vandals set up 
flaming barricades over¬ 
night. Police responded 
with water cannons and 
tear gas. At least one po¬ 
lice officer was injured by a 
bullet that grazed an ankle. 
The anniversary of the Sept. 
11 coup is often marked 
by violence. Officials say 
this year's incidents so far 
have been isolated and 
less violent than in previous 
years. The 1973 coup oust¬ 
ed democratically elected 
President Salvador Allende 
and launched the 17-year 
dictatorship of Gen. Au- 
gusto Pinochet. The gov¬ 
ernment estimates 3,095 
people were killed during 
Pinochet’s dictatorship. Pi¬ 
nochet died in 2006 under 
house arrest, without ever 
being tried on charges of 
illegal enrichment and hu¬

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Schippers edges Felix to win 200 at Diamond League finale

BRUSSELS (AP) — Dafne 
Schippers swept away any 
doubts she will be a gold 
medal contender at the Rio 
de Janeiro Olympics, cross¬ 
ing the finishing line at the 
Van Damme meet Friday 
with one index finger held 
proudly in the air. 

The Dutchwoman won a stir¬ 
ring 200 meters to highlight 
the final Diamond League 
event, with Olympic cham¬ 


pion Allyson Felix grimacing 
to the extent that even her 
elegant stride deserted her. 
“It makes me especially 
happy to beat someone like 
her," Schippers said. "There 
are few better. I feel delight¬ 
ed.” 

Even though Schippers won 
the 200 at the Beijing world 
championships two weeks 
ago, there remained a big

lap because of a schedul¬ 
ing problem and won the 
400 meters instead. 

The duel in front of 40,000 
fans at the King Baudouin 
Stadium delivered right 
away. Felix had the better 
start and turned into the fin¬ 
ishing straight slightly ahead. 
Then the former heptathlete 
turned full-time sprinter this 
year turned on the turbo 
as Schippers swept past 
the American veteran and 
even had time to lift one 
arm in victory as she crossed 
the line. 

Felix was the last big sprinter 
she still had to beat. “That 
feels extra great," Schippers 
said. 

The times on a chilly night 
were disappointing, with 
Schippers crossing in 22.12 
seconds, beating Felix by 
a tenth of a second. Elaine 
Thompson of Jamaica, silver 
medalist in Beijing, finished 
third in 22.26. 

It didn't matter to Schippers. 
“Nobody is at their best at 
this stage in the season," she 
said. “It is a head-to-head 
duel and it is really impor¬ 
tant.” 

Felix knows she will have to 


step up her speed work af¬ 
ter centering most of the 
season on the 400. 
“Hopefully I’ll get back to 
some more speed work next 
year and be ready to go," 
Felix said. 

Now all eyes are turned to¬ 
ward next August in Brazil. 
With 100 silver to go with her 
200 gold, Schippers adds a 
defining European touch 
to a sprinting mix that had 
too often been the sole pre¬ 
serve of American and Ca¬ 
ribbean athletes. 

Justin Gatlin was also think¬ 
ing of Rio when he pulled 
out of the 200 after he had 
already won the 100 early in 
the evening. 

Gatlin struggled into a slight 
headwind and barely held 
off Femi Ogunode of Qatar 
to win in 9.98 seconds. 

Both sprinters finished in the 
same time and held an 
edge of 0.01 over Jimmy Vi- 
caut of France. 

Gatlin said felt a twinge 
in his left quad and didn’t 
want to enter the offseason 
nursing an injury. 

“I just wanted to be safe so I 
could use my time enjoying 
myself,” he said. 


Gatlin finished runner-up 
to Usain Bolt at the world 
championships in both sprint 
races and had decided to 
double here after the Ja¬ 
maican pulled out of the 
meet earlier this week, also 
to spare him the risk of injury. 
Instead, Ogunode won the 
200 in 19.97 seconds. 

The best competition of 
the event came early in 
the triple jump, where Co¬ 
lombia's Caterine Ibarguen 
again put the longest ac¬ 
tive winning streak in athlet¬ 
ics — three years — on the 
line. It was close. She was 
still in third place on her last 
triple jump attempt, and 
again proved her resilience 
by bouncing back with a 
last jump of 14.60 meters to 
sweep past Israeli Hanna 
Knyazheva-Minenko and 
Russian Yekaterina Koneva 
and clinch her 30th straight 
win. The evening also had 
two African records, with 
Faith Kipyegon of Kenya 
winning the women's mile 
in 4 minutes, 16.71 seconds 
and Habiba Ghribi of Tunisia

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Williams stunned in U.S. Open semis by Vinci

NEW YORK (AP) — For Ser¬ 
ena Williams’ first 26 match¬ 
es at major tournaments in 
2015, no deficit was too 
daunting, no opponent too 
troublesome, no victory too 
far from reach. 

She was unbeaten and, 
seemingly, unbeatable, 
nearing the first Grand Slam 
in more than a quarter- 
century. All Williams need¬ 
ed was two more wins to 
pull off that rare feat. And 
yet, against an unseeded 
and unheralded opponent 
in the U.S. Open semifinals, 
she faltered. Her pursuit of 
history ended, oh so close. 
In one of the most signifi¬ 
cant upsets in the history of 
tennis, Williams finally found 
a hole too big to climb out 
of, losing 2-6, 6-4, 6-4 Friday 
at Flushing Meadows to 
43rd-ranked Roberta Vinci 
of Italy. 

“I don't want to talk about 
how disappointing it is for 
me," Williams said at the 
start of a briefer-than-usual 
news conference. “If you 
have any other questions, 
I’m open for that.” 

Vinci had never before 
played in a Grand Slam 
semifinal; Williams owns 21 
major titles. In four previous 
matchups, Vinci had never 
taken a set off Williams. 
“Every so often," Vinci said, 
“a miracle happens.” 

How little faith did even 
she have? Vinci said she 
booked a flight home for 
Saturday, the day of the 
final. 

But Vinci’s unusual style, 
full of slices and net rushes, 
kept Williams off-balance 
enough to cause problems 
and prevent the 33-year- 


old American from becom¬ 
ing the first player since 
Steffi Graf in 1988 to win all 
four Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ments in a calendar year. 
As Williams quickly left the 
scene, hopping in a waiting 
black SUV and taking off, 
her coach, Patrick Moura- 
toglou, was explaining to 
reporters what he called “a 
bad day, clearly.” 

He said he could tell before 
the match that something 
was off. 

“She was very slow. There 
was no movement with her 
lower body, so she was in 
bad positions to be aggres¬ 
sive and play her attack¬ 
ing game," Mouratoglou 
said. “She couldn’t find it 
today. You don’t wake up 
the same way every day. 
Some days you feel good, 
other days you don’t feel 
good. That’s life. Usually 
she finds a way, and today 
she did not." 

Williams had been pushed 
to the limit before — this 
was her 12th three-setter in 
a major this season — but 
had managed to win titles 
at the Australian Open on 
hard courts in January, the 
French Open on clay courts 
in June, and Wimbledon on 
grass courts in July. And she 
had won five matches on 
the U.S. Open's hard courts 
over the past two weeks. 
This time, for once, the No. 
1-ranked Williams could 
not pull it out, undone by 
40 unforced errors, twice as 
many as Vinci. That negat¬ 
ed the impact of Williams’ 
16 aces, including one at 
126 mph. 

“I thought she played the 
best tennis in her career," 
Williams said about Vinci. 
“She played, literally, out of

her mind.” 

Vinci next faces another 
Italian making her Grand 
Slam final debut; 26th- 
seeded Flavia Pennetta, 
who eliminated No. 2 Si¬ 
mona Halep 6-1, 6-3 in an¬ 
other, if less-unbelievable, 
surprise. 

Pennetta, 33, and Vinci, 
32, have known each oth¬ 
er since there were kids, 
growing up in towns about 
40 miles (65 kilometers) 
apart on opposite coasts 
of Puglia, a region in the 
southeastern heel of Italy’s 
boot-shaped peninsula. 
They used to meet in local 
tournaments in their early 
teens, then paired up to 
win a French Open junior 
doubles in their late teens. 
Now, all these years later, 
they will face each other in 
a stadium in New York with 
a Grand Slam trophy on 
the line. 

“We'll be as tight as violin 
strings, both of us,” Vinci 
said. She gave a thumb's 
up while noting in English 
that “an Italian wins, for 


sure,” then pointed to her 
chest and whispered in Ital¬ 
ian, “Me, let’s hope.” 

An intriguing story line, to 
be sure, but nothing com¬ 
pared to what Williams was 
chasing: a perfect Grand 
Slam season. 

After all, not only was she 
26-0 at those tournaments 
this year, but her winning 
streak at majors was 33 
matches, because she 
won last year’s U.S. Open. If 
she had managed to win a 
fifth consecutive major title, 
Williams would have raised 
her total to 22, equaling 
Graf for the most in the 
Open era, which began 
in 1968, and second-most 
in history behind Margaret 
Court’s 24. 

“I never felt that pressure to 
win here,” Williams insisted. 
“I said that from the begin¬ 
ning.” 

Her older sister Venus — 
who pushed her to three 
sets in the quarterfinals — 
was in her guest box, and 
rapper Drake, a pal, was in 
Arthur Ashe Stadium, too. 


Friday. 

Williams grabbed six 
games in a row to take the 
first set and go ahead 1-0 
in the second. Suddenly, 
though, Vinci broke to 
go up 3-2 in the second. 
When Vinci served out that 
set, Williams headed to the 
sideline, cracked her rack¬ 
et against the ground and 
flung it behind her chair, 
drawing a code violation 
warning from the chair um¬ 
pire. 

Vinci noticed. 

“I saw she was nervous,” 
Vinci said, “and that 
helped me.” 

As the third set wore on, 
Williams became more 
and more demonstrative, 
leaning forward, shak¬ 
ing her fists and scream¬ 
ing, “Come on!” after 
four points in a row during 
one stretch. Vinci showed 
emotion later, closing a 
spectacular 18-stroke ex¬ 
change with a volley win¬ 
ner, then cupping her ear 
with a hand, before point¬ 
ing to her chest and wav¬ 
ing both arms at the spec¬ 
tators, encouraging them 
to yell for her, too. 

That point ended with Wil¬ 
liams on a full sprint, stum¬ 
bling a bit as her momen¬ 
tum carried her to the side¬ 
line, where she bent over, 
chest heaving. 

The crowd responded to it 
all with a standing ovation. 
Williams never was able to 
get back in front. She let a 
2-0 lead in the third set slip 
away, in part by double- 
faulting on break point to 
make it 2-1. Williams dou¬ 
ble-faulted again a few 
games later, when Vinci 
broke for 4-3, a lead she 
did not relinquishO

NFL clears Patriots of headset suspicion in opening game

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. 
(AP) — Philadelphia Ea¬ 
gles coach Chip Kelly has 
heard air traffic control 
coming in over the head¬ 
sets he uses to communi¬ 
cate with his staff. Former 
Ravens coach Brian Billick 
said he once heard a pizza 
delivery guy. 

So when the Pittsburgh 
Steelers coaches started 
picking up the home radio 
broadcast on their head¬ 
sets, there shouldn’t have 
been any cause for suspi¬ 
cion. 

Except they were at the 
home of the twice-con¬ 
victed New England Patri¬ 
ots. “The whole world sees 
it,” Cleveland Browns line¬ 
backer Karlos Dansby said 
on Friday, a day after the 
Steelers’ headsets went out 
in the Patriots’ 28-21 victo¬ 
ry. “Everybody (saw) it last 
night. You’re like, ‘What? 
The headsets? What?’ 
C'mon, man. You've got 


to be kidding me." 

On the night the Super Bowl 
champions were hoping to 
turn from “Deflategate” to 
their title defense, the Pa¬ 
triots instead found them¬ 
selves denying new allega¬ 
tions of shenanigans from 
Steelers coach Mike Tomlin 


and a chorus around the 
NFL complaining that the 
headset technology seems 
to fail more often in New 
England. 

Tomlin’s clenched-jaw 
postgame news confer¬ 
ence gave new life to 
league-wide suspicion that 


something sinister is at work 
whenever something goes 
wrong against the Patriots. 
After describing the prob¬ 
lem with the headsets on 
Thursday night, Tomlin told 
reporters, “That’s always 
the case.” 

“Here?” he was asked. 
“Yes," Tomlin said. 

Patriots coach Bill Belichick 
responded on Friday that 
“it's just not right” for oppo¬ 
nents and their fans to attri¬ 
bute the team’s success — 
six trips to the Super Bowl, 
and four NFL titles — to dirty 
tricks involving videotap¬ 
ing, deflated footballs and 
now headsets. 

“I think it’s just sad com¬ 
mentary and it's gone to 
a pretty low level. It’s sunk 
pretty deep," Belichick 
said, breaking his silence 
on the “Deflategate" scan¬ 
dal and an ESPN report 
last week citing 90 sources 
around the league — many 
of them anonymous, and 
many of them suspicious of 
the Patriots’ techniques. 


“To take away from what 
those teams accomplished 
... it's just not right," Belich¬ 
ick said. 

The league agreed with 
the Patriots — at least in 
this case. NFL spokesman 
Michael Signora said in a 
statement late Friday af¬ 
ternoon that the audio in¬ 
terference was “entirely at¬ 
tributable to an electrical 
issue made worse by the 
inclement weather.” 

“It involved no manipula¬ 
tion by any individual,” 
he said. “The Patriots had 
nothing to do with it.” 

The latest accusations 
came just as the Patriots 
were trying to celebrate 
their fourth Super Bowl title 
and change the subject 
from the deflated footballs 
scandal that dominated 
the last seven months. 
Patriots quarterback — and 
reigning Super Bowl MVP — 
Tom Brady was originally 
suspended four games in 
connection with the deflat¬ 
ed footballs. □

— Denver's Von Miller and 
Baltimore’s Terrell Suggs, 
for instance — who need 
to step up against passers 
Peyton Manning and Joe 
Flacco. 

Seattle has a good first test 
in St. Louis to see if the Se- 
ahawks have any lingering 
pain from their last-minute 
Super Bowl loss. The Rams 
will get after the passer 
with their dynamic front line 
featuring Robert Quinn and 
Aaron Donald.

Bet 
on the latter. 

In the other match, Atlan¬ 
ta welcomes perhaps the 
NFL’s most intriguing team, 
the Philadelphia Eagles. 
Coach Chip Kelly was giv¬ 
en full personnel power af¬ 
ter his second straight 10-6 
season, which he said “isn’t 
good enough.” It wasn’t 
good enough for a 2014 
playoff spot, so he tore up 
much of the squad. Injury- 
prone Sam Bradford is the 
new quarterback, and of¬ 
fensive player of the year 
running back DeMarco 
Murray left Dallas and re¬ 
places LeSean McCoy — 
just two of Kelly's myriad 
moves. 

Dan Quinn, who oversaw 
Seattle’s powerful defense 
the last two years, tries to 
rebuild Atlanta's unit, a dif¬ 
ficult chore. 

Ready to go on Thursday 
in the kickoff game fo the 
regular season was Tom 
Brady, who threw for four 
touchdowns, three to tight 
end Rob Gronkowski, as 
Super Bowl champion New 
England beat Pittsburgh 
28-21. Brady has 161 wins 
as a starter, the most with 
one franchise of any quar¬ 
terback in NFL history. 

Also on Sunday, it’s Kansas 
City at Houston, Cleveland 
at New York Jets, India¬

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Mayweather insists Berto is last fight of perfect career

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. insists this is 
it, though he may be one 
of only a few who really 
seem to believe it. 
Nineteen years and 48 
fights haven’t taken a big 
toll on Mayweather, but 
he’s not taking any chanc¬ 
es. He has seen what tak¬ 
ing too many punches did 
to his uncle, Roger, and is 
determined to leave box¬ 
ing with his brain fully in¬ 
tact. 

Rich beyond belief, May¬ 
weather doesn’t need to 
fight anymore. And he says 
he’s comfortable walking 
away from the sport he 
began learning before he 
could even walk. 

“Not gonna miss it at all," 
Mayweather said. “I feel 
like I’ve been dealt a royal 
flush." 

Those not on the inside in 
the Mayweather camp 
scoff at the thought he will 


retire after facing Andre 
Berto on Saturday. They 
wonder how he can re¬ 
sist trying to break the late 
heavyweight champion 
Rocky Marciano’s perfect 


mark of 49-0 and — per¬ 
haps more importantly — 
resist the huge money an¬ 
other fight would bring. 
Those who know him best 
say he means what he 


says, even though an ear¬ 
lier retirement ended after 
21 months. 

“Why can't a man go out 
when he’s had an illustri¬ 
ous career, accomplished 
everything that he needs 
to accomplish and be 
done?” Mayweather con¬ 
fidante Leonard Ellerbe 
said. “And he’s done it his 
way.” 

Of that, there is little de¬ 
bate. Mayweather man¬ 
aged, in a career that 
dates to his pro debut in 
1996, to reinvent himself 
several times and make 
more money than any 
fighter before him despite 
a defensive style that bor¬ 
ders on boring in the ring. 
He earned some $220 mil¬ 
lion in his last fight alone, 
a staggering figure that 
dwarfs all his other pay¬ 
days. It happened be¬ 
cause the desire to see 
him fight Manny Pacquiao 
was so frenzied that peo¬ 
ple paid up to $39,000 for 
ringside tickets and 4.6 
million households bought 
the pay-per-view at the 
princely price of $99.95. 

The frenzy has long passed, 
replaced by a sour taste 
most got from watching 
Mayweather methodi¬ 
cally dispose of Pacquiao. 
There’s so little demand 
to see him fight Berto that 
tickets were both available 
and plentiful direct from 
the MGM Grand in almost 
every section of the hotel’s 
arena in the days leading 


up to the bout. 

Part of that is the hangover 
from Pacquiao, though 
part of the blame has to go 
to Mayweather’s choice of 
an opponent. Berto may 
be a former champion, but 
he has lost three of his last 
six fights — two of them to 
fighters Mayweather beat 
easily — and is a lopsided 
20-1 underdog in man-to¬ 
man betting. 

To try and sell the fight to 
those at home for a sug¬ 
gested price of $74.95, 
Mayweather has played 
up Berto's aggressive style 
and vowed to seek a 
knockout. 

“Berto is not a pushover,” 
Mayweather insisted. “No 
matter who I chose the 
media was going to have 
something to say; the crit¬ 
ics were going to have 
something to say." 

The promotion for Berto 
has been so low key it al¬ 
most seems as if the fight 
is an afterthought to May¬ 
weather. He bristles when 
it is suggested that it takes 
a name opponent for him 
to sell a fight, especially 
when his last five fights on 
Showtime have closed in 
on 10 million pay-per-view 
buys with total revenue of 
nearly $750 million. 
“Nobody's forced to 
watch," Mayweather said. 
“Watch if you want to 
watch. If you don’t want to 
watch, don’t watch.” 

Berto says people should 
tune in, especially if they 
want to see Mayweather 
get beat. Though a huge 
underdog, he has nev¬ 
er been afraid to trade 
punches, something op¬ 
ponents don’t normally do 
against Mayweather. 

“I’ve been counted out 
from Day 1,” said Berto, 
who represented Haiti in 
the 2004 Olympics. “I’m 
coming for my respect and 
for everything I deserve. 
He’s sharp but I have cer¬ 
tain tools that will make 
things difficult for him.” 

If so, Berto will do some¬ 
thing Pacquiao couldn't 
do. Mayweather was at 
the top of his game when 
he beat his longtime rival in 
the richest fight ever, and if 
he does retire as planned 
it will be with a 49-0 record 
that matches Marciano. □ 


Gougeard wins Vuelta stage 19,

AVILA, Spain (AP) — Alexis Gougeard of 
France broke away from the pack and 
stayed ahead to win the 19th stage of the 
Spanish Vuelta on Friday, while Tom Du¬ 
moulin extended his slender overall lead. 
Gougeard was followed across the line in 
the medieval walled city of Avila by Nel¬ 
son Oliveira, with Maxime Monfort com¬ 
ing third in the rolling 185.8-kilometer (115- 
mile) stage. 

Dumoulin set a fast pace on the final 
scramble while his main rival, Fabio Aru, 
lagged on the cobblestone surface. Al¬ 
though Aru retained second overall, he 
lost three seconds to go six seconds be¬ 
hind the Dutchman. Joaquin Rodriguez of 
Spain is third overall. 

A pile-up after 70 kilometers (43 miles) of 
the stage affected both Dumoulin and 
Aru. 

“I was behind the crash and needed to 
go into the gravel at the side of the road 
and ended up having to fix my bike,” said 
Dumoulin, while Aru was seen receiving 
medical attention for slight injuries. 

“These are hard days and everyone is at¬ 
tacking me," Dumoulin said, “but I can 
handle it.” 

Saturday's stage 20 is a 175.8-kilometer 
(109.2-mile) mountainous ride from San 
Lorenzo de El Escorial to Cercedilla that 
includes four category 1 peaks. 

The 21-stage Vuelta ends Sunday with a 
ride into downtown Madrid. □

Automakers commit 
to put automatic 
brakes in all cars

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ten automakers have committed 
to the U.S. government to include automatic emergen¬ 
cy braking in all new cars, a step safety advocates say 
could significantly reduce traffic deaths and injuries. 
Making the technology widely available is part of a new 
era in vehicle safety in which the focus is on preventing 
crashes rather than on protecting occupants from their 
effects. Transportation Secretary Anthony Foxx said Fri¬ 
day in a statement announcing the commitments. 

The announcement didn’t specify a timetable for imple¬ 
menting the change. The automakers are Audi, BMW, 
Ford, General Motors, Mazda, Mercedes Benz, Tesla, 
Toyota, Volkswagen and Volvo. 

The technology is already available in some vehicles, 
but typically as an option in higher-priced models like 
Cadillac, Infiniti and Lexus. They are also often bundled 
with non-safety features like heated seats or faux leather 
interiors, making the overall package more expensive. 
“If technologies such as automatic emergency braking 
are only available as options or on the most expensive 
models, too few Americans will see the benefits of this 
new era,” Foxx said. 

Automatic emergency braking includes a range of sys¬ 
tems designed to address the large number of crashes, 
especially rear-end crashes, in which drivers do not ap¬ 
ply the brakes or fail to apply sufficient braking power 
to avoid or mitigate a crash. The systems use on-vehicle 
sensors such as radar, cameras or lasers to detect an im¬ 
minent crash, warn the driver and, if the driver does not 
take sufficient action, engage the brakes. 

The systems could prevent or mitigate an estimated 80 
percent of the rear-end collisions that cause about 1,700 
deaths and a half million injuries annually, according to 
a recent report by the National Transportation Safety 
Board. There are about 1.7 million rear-end crashes each 
year in the U.SO

Out with the old...iPhones? 4 
ways to reuse, resell, recycle

NEW YORK (AP) — Each 
year, Apple dazzles its de¬ 
voted fans with faster, 
sleeker, more powerful 
iPhones with better camer¬ 
as and a bevy of bells and 
whistles. So, what's to be¬ 
come of lasf year’s model? 
Instead of sentencing it to 
a lonely existence in a desk 
drawer, there are plenty of 
ways to reuse, recycle or 
resell older phones. Here 
are a few: 

— DONATE TO CHARITY 

Several charities accept 
old phones for donation, 
though it's worth remem¬ 
bering that these groups 
probably won’t physically 
give your old phones to 
people in need. Rather, 
they work with phone recy¬ 
clers and sell your donated 
phones to them. 

A nonprofit group called 
Cell Phones for Soldiers will 
take your “gently used” 
phone and sell it to a recy¬ 
cling company. It will then 
use the proceeds to buy 
international calling cards 
for soldiers so they can talk 
to their loved ones back 
home.

APEC pledges to avoid competitive devaluations 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) 

— Finance ministers from 
Asian and Pacific nations 
said Friday they are com¬ 
mitted to strengthening 
economic growth and 
stability in the region and 
will refrain from competi¬ 
tive currency devaluations 
amid financial volafility. 

The finance ministers from 
the 21 -member Asia Pacific 
Economic Cooperation fo¬ 
rum made the statement 
at the end of their two-day 
meeting in central Cebu 
City ahead of a leaders’ 
summit in November. 

They said they would refrain 
from compefitive devalua¬ 
tions and resist all forms of 
protectionism. 

Chinese Vice Finance Min¬ 


ister Shi Yaobin, whose 
country's currency de¬ 
valuation in August rattled 
global financial markets, 
said “China agrees that we 
will not to adopt the prac¬ 
tice of competitive depre¬ 
ciation." 

A devaluation can help 
boost a country’s exports 
by making them cheaper 
to buy with other curren¬ 
cies and more competitive. 
“We reaffirm our previous 
commitmenfs on mon¬ 
etary and exchange rate 
policies. We will refrain from 
competitive devaluation 
and resist all forms of pro¬ 
tectionism," the ministers’ 
statement said. 

Shi said the Chinese econ¬ 
omy is facing “some down¬ 


ward pressure” and ac¬ 
knowledged volatilities in 
the capital and stock mar¬ 
kets following the Aug. 11 
devaluation, 

which was “totally because 
of technical reasons and 
factors." 

He said the problems were 
only a “temporary phe¬ 
nomenon and they can 
only last ... one to two 
months.” 

In their statement, the fi¬ 
nance ministers said they 
have crafted a voluntary 
and non-binding plan they 
will submit to the lead¬ 
ers aimed at creating “an 
APEC community that is 
more prosperous, financial¬ 
ly integrated, transparent, 
resilient and connected.” 


They said the continued 
growth of the region re¬ 
quires efficient, innovative 
and competitive financial 
markets and promised to 
work to develop a more in¬ 
clusive market across APEC 
as well as facilitate intra- 
regional trade and invest¬ 
ment and greater regional 
integration. 

Recognizing that the re¬ 
gion faces frequent costly 
natural disasters, the fi¬ 
nance ministers agreed 
to enhance their financial 
resilience “through the de¬ 
velopment of innovative 
disaster risk financing and 
insurance mechanisms 
and other risk transfer in¬ 
struments” in the capital 
markets. □

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US oil production seen tumbling, but low prices may hold 


PARIS (AP) — Oil supply 
from the United States, Rus¬ 
sia and other countries out¬ 
side of OPEC is expected 
to drop sharply next year 
— possibly the steepest de¬ 
cline since the Soviet Union 
collapsed — because of 
low prices, the Internation¬ 
al Energy Agency forecast 
Friday. 

In its latest monthly report, 
the IEA says non-OPEC 
production is expected to 
drop nearly half a million 


barrels to 57.7 million bar¬ 
rels a day in 2016. But a 
prominent investment firm 
questions whether even 
a cut that steep will shrink 
the glut of oil on the market 
enough to boost the price. 
Amid booming U.S. produc¬ 
tion and high OPEC output, 
the benchmark price of oil 
plunged from over $100 
last year to about $45 this 
week. Global oil demand 
has grown, but at a slower 
pace, and analysts have 


said big production cuts 
are needed to balance 
the market. 

Producers in the U.S., who 
need a higher price per 
barrel than OPEC coun¬ 
tries to break even, have 
started to cut back. The 
U.S. Energy Department 
estimated this week that 
production fell by 140,000 
per day in August. The de¬ 
cline is expected to widen 
in the coming months, and 
production should average 


400,000 barrels a day less in 
2016 than in 2015. 

Russian and North Sea sup¬ 
ply is also forecast to shrink 
in 2016, according to the 
IEA. Overall, non-OPEC 
production should drop the 
most since 1992, when non- 
OPEC output shrank 1 mil¬ 
lion barrels after the USSR 
fell apart. 

Low oil prices are also 
sparking an increase in de¬ 
mand, IEA said. With pump 
prices well below $3 a gal¬ 


lon in most states, gasoline 
demand in the U.S. is at an 
eight-year high. The agen¬ 
cy said demand in China is 
still growing, despite signs 
of economic weakness, as 
growing use of transporta¬ 
tion fuels offsets lower in¬ 
dustrial demand for crude 
oil. The agency forecast 
global oil demand would 
rise 1.7 million barrels a day 
this year, the highest in five 
years, and grow by anoth¬ 
er 1.4 million next year.Q

They 
spoke to Megyn Kelly of 


Fox News’ “The Kelly File” 
before joining a "home¬ 
town heroes” parade 
hosted by Sacramento 
Mayor Kevin Johnson. 

The men have become 
widely lauded figures and 
sudden celebrities, mak¬ 
ing appearances on late- 
night talk shows, receiving 
a congratulatory call from 
President Barack Obama 
and earning France’s 
highest honor from Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande. 
Kelly asked the trio wheth¬ 
er they have a different 
appreciation of what 
happened 14 years ago 
when the twin towers fell 
Sept. 11,2001. 

“I feel so much more con¬ 
nected to terrorist attacks 


and things like that and 
victims of terrorist at¬ 
tacks,” said Skarlatos, 22, 
in an excerpt released 
before the interview airs 
Friday night. “That eas¬ 
ily could have been us if 
any one of six or seven 
things went a different 
way.” 

Sadler, 23, said he vis¬ 
ited the 9/11 memorial in 
New York recently “and 
it just gave me a whole 
new perspective. I was 
just appreciative of the 
names on the stones 
out there because 
that could have easily 
beenus, just as easy." 
Later, the friends stood 
on a float reading “Sac¬ 
ramento Hometown 
Heroes” as hundreds of 
people filled the streets 
to honor the men. The 
lunchtime mood was 
festive with marching 
bands, classic cars, patri¬ 
otic balloons and lots of 
confeffi. □

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Newest Pluto pictures show jumbled mountains, possible dunes

CAPE CANAVERAL, Flori¬ 
da (AP) — The spigot has 
opened again, and Pluto 
pictures are pouring in 
once more from NASA's 
New Horizons spacecraft. 
These newest snapshots 
reveal an even more di¬ 
verse landscape than 
scientists imagined be¬ 
fore New Horizons swept 
past Pluto in July, becom¬ 
ing the first spacecraft to 
ever visit the distant dwarf 
planet. 

“If an artist had painted 
this Pluto before our flyby, 
I probably would have 
called it over the top — 
but that's what is actually 
there,” said Alan Stern, 
New Horizons' principal 
scientist from Southwest 
Research Institute in Boul¬ 
der, Colorado. 

In one picture, dark an¬ 
cient craters border much 
younger icy plains. Dark 
ridges also are visible that 
some scientists speculate 
might be dunes. 

One outer solar-system 


geologist, William McKin¬ 
non of Washington Univer¬ 
sity in St. Louis, said if the 


ridges are, in fact, dunes, 
that would be “com¬ 
pletely wild" given Pluto's 


thin atmosphere. 

“Either Pluto had a thicker 
atmosphere in the past, or 
some process we haven't 
figured out is at work. It’s a 
head-scratcher," McKin¬ 
non said in a written state¬ 
ment. 

The jumble of mountains, 
on the other hand, may 
be huge blocks of ice 
floating in a softer, vast 
deposit of frozen nitrogen. 
After several weeks of col¬ 
lecting engineering data 
from New Horizons, scien¬ 
tists started getting fresh 
Pluto pictures last week¬ 
end. The latest images 
were released Thursday. 
Besides geologic features, 
the images show that the 
atmospheric haze sur¬ 
rounding Pluto has mul¬ 
tiple layers. What's more, 
the haze crates a twilight 
effect that enables New 
Horizons to study places 
on the night side that sci¬ 
entists never expected to 
see. 

Monday marks two 
months from New Hori¬ 
zons' close encounter 


with Pluto on July 14, fol¬ 
lowing a journey from 
Cape Canaveral, Florida, 
spanning 3 billion miles 
(4.8 billion kilometers) and 
914 years. As of Friday, the 
spacecraft was 44 million 
miles (71 million kilome¬ 
ters) past Pluto. 

So much data were col¬ 
lected during the Pluto 
flyby that it will take until 
next fall to retrieve it all 
here on Earth. The space¬ 
craft is operated from the 
Johns Hopkins University 
Applied Physics Labora¬ 
tory in Laurel, Maryland, 
which also designed and 
built it. 

New Horizons' next target, 
pending formal approval 
by NASA, will be a much 
smaller object that orbits 
1 billion miles (1.6 billion 
kilometers) beyond Pluto. 
It, too, lies in the so-called 
Kuiper Belt, a frigid twilight 
zone on the outskirts of 
our solar system. Following 
a set of maneuvers. New 
Horizons would reach PT1 
— short for Potential Tar¬ 
get 1 — in 2019.Q 


Study: Caffeine trade 
thrived in ancient America

years before coffeehouse 
chains, caffeine was an in¬ 
ternational market mover. 


with ancient civilizations 
trading holly and cacao- 
based chocolate bever¬ 
ages between what is now 
modern-day Mexico, the 
Southwest and the South, 
according to a new study. 


Led by University of New 
Mexico anthropology pro¬ 
fessor Patricia Crown, the 
study says the trade lasted 
for around 700 years, likely 
driven by a pre-Hispanic 
caffeine addiction. 
Previous studies found trac¬ 
es of cacao-based choco¬ 
late beverages in parts of 
the Southwest but this new 
study confirms their popu¬ 
larity and adds the holly 
drink that before the study 
was not known to be con¬ 
sumed in the Southwest, 
Crown said. 

Holly, which was used to 
make a caffeinated tea, 
was grown in what is now 


the South. 

Researchers found caf¬ 
feine on shards from jars, 
bowls, and pitchers locat¬ 
ed at archaeological sites 
throughout present-day 
New Mexico, Arizona and 
Colorado, where neither 
holly nor cacao grows. 

“The fact we have found 
traces of caffeine that are 
1,000 years old is exciting,” 
Crown said. “As new tech¬ 
nology develops, we can 
discover things about the 
past like this using objects 
we already have in muse¬ 
ums.” 

Crown said the caffeine 
likely was used in rituals 


and political events. Sci¬ 
entists believe the drinks 
were largely consumed by 
the elite or a noble class 
because the plant for the 
drinks had to go through 
an intricate trade route. 
“For people who had a diet 
consisting of corn, bean 
and squash, the drinks pro¬ 
vided a kick,” Crown said. 
It's unclear if people in the 
Southwest traveled down 
to Mexico or if the plants 
were obtained through 
village-to-village trade 
routes. 

The study is published in the 
Proceedings of the Nation¬

the Republican presiden¬ 
tial hopeful has purchased 
NBC's half of the Miss Uni¬

The move, which Trump 
announced via Twitter on 
Friday morning, gives him

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New book recounts Hugh 
Hefner’s jazz, civil rights history

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Hugh 
Hefner, centerfolds and 
Playboy bunnies are an 
obvious match. But writ¬ 
er Patty Farmer wants to 
stretch Hefner’s legacy 
to include his devotion to 
music, especially jazz, and 
colorblind entertainment. 
“Playboy Swings,” Farmer’s 
nonfiction book out Mon¬ 
day, makes the case by 
recounting Hefner’s efforts 
to popularize jazz and help 
its African-American artists 
get a place on the nation¬ 
al stage despite mid-20th- 
century discrimination. 

“You mention Hugh Hefner 
and you get snickers,” said 
Farmer, but “he was a big 
proponent of civil rights, 
human rights, gay rights 
and, yes, women’s rights.” 
Incorporating nearly three 
years of interviews and re¬ 
search, including access 
to Hefner’s personal ar¬ 
chive, Farmer’s detail-rich 
book focuses on the music 
that’s long been part of 
Hefner’s life. 

It was a topic of choice 
when he wrote for his Chi¬ 
cago high school newspa¬ 
per. 

“His whole life, he loved 
jazz,” Farmer said. “His 
main contribution, and it 
may sound corny, but he 
made jazz cool.” 

Hefner’s respect for 
the art form was on promi¬ 
nent display in Playboy 
magazine, at the Playboy 
jazz festivals and at his 
nightclubs in America and 
around the world. 

The inaugural 1953 issue 
of the magazine, graced 
by Marilyn Monroe on the 
cover, included a telling 
editorial. 

“He could have written 
about any sports figure, 
any politician, any movie 
star, and yet he chose to 
write about the Dorsey 
brothers,” musicians Tom¬ 
my and Jimmy, said Farm¬ 
er. 

In 1962, when the first Play¬ 
boy magazine interview 
appeared, the subject was 
jazz great Miles Davis. 

The debut of the Playboy 
Jazz Festival in August 1959 
featured a mind-boggling 


lineup including Count 
Basie's orchestra with sing¬ 
er Joe Williams; Dizzy Gil¬ 
lespie; the Dave Brubeck 
Quartet; and Davis with a 
quintet featuring Cannon¬ 
ball Adderley, according 
to “Playboy Swings.” 

The first day’s gross receipts 
were donated to the 
NAACP, with the Chicago 
Urban League another re¬ 
cipient, Farmer said. 

But it was arguably on tele¬ 
vision and in the Playboy 
clubs that Hefner made 
his most notable stands 
against racial discrimina¬ 
tion. 

As with the still-vibrant fes¬ 
tival, he invited black and 
white musicians to appear 
onstage and on his TV 
shows when the civil rights 
battle was being fought 
and integration was an 
ideal, not reality. 

The syndicated series “Play¬ 
boy’s Penthouse” (1959-61) 
and “Playboy After Dark" 
(1969-70) featured singers 
including Tony Bennett, Ella 
Fitzgerald and Nat “King” 
Cole, and comedians Len¬ 
ny Bruce, Phyllis Diller and 
George Kirby. 

Because of the shows' re¬ 
fusal to make “racial dis¬ 
tinctions,” Hefner, now 89, 
is quoted as saying in the 
book, TV stations in the 
South refused to air them

and commercial sales 
were hampered. 

Hefner’s policy of inclu¬ 
sion extended to his clubs. 
When he learned that the 
newly opened Miami and 
New Orleans franchisees 
were barring blacks, he 
moved quickly, and at sig¬ 
nificant financial cost, to 
regain control. Farmer said. 
In a letter from Hefner to 
New Orleans club mem¬ 
bers, she said, Hefner ex¬ 
plained “what his beliefs 
were on integration, and 
that he was working as 
hard as he could to get 
that accomplished.”□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Merv 
Adelson, a film and televi¬ 
sion producer whose com¬ 
pany Lorimar made “The 
Waltons” and “Dallas” and 
a former husband to televi¬ 
sion journalist Barbara Wal¬ 


ters, has died. He was 85. 
Adelson died Tuesday of 
a stroke in a Los Angeles 
medical facility, said Ryan 
Rayston, a family friend 
and Adelson’s executive 
assistant.

ALEXANDER CITY, Ala. (AP) 

— Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novelist Harper Lee politely 
knocked on truck driver 
Robert Louis Burns’ door 
in rural Alabama one day 
more than three decades 
ago and asked him about 
the preacher he killed. 

The plainly dressed writer 
wanted to meet the man 
who had stood up in a 
crowded Alexander City 
funeral home in 1977 and 
put a bullet in the brain of 
a preacher who was ru¬ 
mored to have dabbled in 
voodoo and suspected in 
a string of deaths in this riv¬ 
erside county. 

“She came up out of the 
blue. She said I'm Harper 
Lee. She said I'm interested 
in writing this book about 
the reverend.” Burns, now 
74, recalled. 

Lee, the famed author of 
“To Kill a Mockingbird,” 
came to the textile town 
beside the Tallapoosa Riv¬ 
er, about 70 miles southeast 
of Birmingham, in the late 
1970s to research a true- 
crime novel based on the 
bizarre tale of possible se¬ 
rial murder, the occult and 
courtroom drama. Her vis¬ 
its were reminiscent of her 
trips to Kansas in the early 
1960s, when she helped her 
childhood friend Truman 
Capote research his ac¬ 
claimed murder story, “In 
Cold Blood.” 

Lee worked on the Ala¬ 
bama book for months, 
maybe even years, but it 
never materialized. Now 
even her notes are no¬ 
where to be found, giving 
rise to another mystery: 
What became of the novel 
she had tentatively titled 
“The Reverend”? 

The publication of Lee’s 
recently discovered manu¬ 
script, “Go Set a Watch¬ 
man," described as a 
first draft of the story that 
evolved into “Mocking¬ 
bird”, has renewed interest 
that Lee’s true crime novel 
could still be out there, 
somewhere. 

That Lee put serious effort 
into the project is undisput¬ 
ed. 

She worked closely with 
“Big Tom” Radney, a go¬ 
to defense lawyer in Alex¬ 


ander City. Radney had 
successfully defended the 
preacher. Will Maxwell, in 
his homicide case and then 
defended Burns, the man 
who shot Maxwell. Radney 
turned over all of his case 
files to Lee to help her with 
her research, his widow 
said. They communicated 
about the book off and on 
for years. 

“She promised him she was 
going to write this book 
about the case," recalled 
Madolyn Radney, the wid¬ 
ow. 

“She had this cute wit 
about her,” she remem¬ 
bered. “It was obvious she 
was brilliant,” she added. 
“I think she smoked a lot, 
drank a lot and cussed a lot 
and was completely and 
utterly charming." 

The Radney family has one 
tangible bit of evidence 
that Lee’s book was real: 
four typed pages, the 
opening of the novel that 
Rodney’s wife and daugh¬ 
ter say Lee sent to the at¬ 
torney. It begins with an 
early morning phone call 
from the accused black 
preacher to his white law¬ 
yer. Names have been 
changed, a sign that Lee 
maybe planned a slightly 
fictionalized account. 
Hand-scrawled at the top 
is the title “The Reverend.” 
The text is dotted with 
handwritten b’s, filling in 
where a typewriter key ap¬ 
parently stuck. Rodney’s 
granddaughter, Madolyn 
Price, said the family con¬ 
firmed that the stuck “b” 
was consistent with the 
typewriter Lee used at the 
time. 

The Radney family showed 
a copy of the pages to The 
Associated Press with the 
agreement that the mate¬ 
rial not be quoted. 

Lee sent Tom Radney only 
those four pages, but told 
him many times that she 
had written more, his fam¬ 
ily said. 

“She would say, ‘It's in the 
first draft,’ or, ‘The publisher 
wants this,”’ Madolyn Rad¬ 
ney said. 

The real-life case certainly 
offered enough drama 
and color for a novel. 
Maxwell was a charming, 
thrice-married pulpwooder 
who always wore a suit — 


even in the woods as his 
oversaw his crews— and 
he preached on the week¬ 
ends. He was indicted for 
the murder of his first wife 
Mary Edward Maxwell, who 
was found beafen and 
strangled in her car in 1970. 
But after Maxwell married 
the woman who was to be 
a key prosecution witness 


against him he was acquit¬ 
ted, according to AP re¬ 
ports. 

Others in his family also 
died, including that sec¬ 
ond wife, a nephew and a 
brother. Maxwell was nev¬ 
er charged in any of the 
deaths, but that didn’t stop 
the whispers and rumors 
that insurance money was 
somehow involved. 

“People was afraid of 
him, very much afraid of 


him,” Burns said. “He was 
a strange man. They said 
he would kill chickens and 
tie them up around his 
house and take the blood 
and put them on his door¬ 
step, said that would keep 
people away,” Burns said. 
“And the chickens tied up 
around his house in trees 
and stuff would keep evil 


spirits away." 

Authorities were particular¬ 
ly suspicious after Maxwell’s 
stepdaughter, Shirley Ann 
Ellington, 16, was found 
dead under his car. She 
appeared to have been 
crushed when a jack col¬ 
lapsed as she was chang¬ 
ing a tire. But state investi¬ 
gators suspected she may 
have been killed earlier 
and placed at a scene, 
according to newspaper 


reports. Radney had rep¬ 
resented Maxwell in his 
previous troubles, but this 
time when Maxwell called 
Radney for help, fhe lawyer 
decided he'd had enough, 
his widow recalled. 

Burns, who was Ellington’s 
uncle, said the girl had tried 
to run away from home 
before she died, because 
she feared her stepfather. 
A Vietnam veteran later 
diagnosed with Post Trau¬ 
matic Stress Disorder, Burns 
said he has only vague 
recollections of killing Max¬ 
well. He gof up to view El¬ 
lington’s body in her casket 
and saw that Maxwell was 
sitting on the pew behind 
him. It felt like Maxwell was 
taunting him, he said. 

“That really burnt me up. I 
was so angry that I couldn’t 
hardly control myself,” 
Burns said. He spun around, 
pulled a small .25-caliber 
Beretta that he always car¬ 
ried since returning from 
Vietnam and shot Maxwell 
three times. One bullet hit 
him square in the forehead. 
Maxwell slumped down on 
a pew and died as blood 
ran down his face and 
screaming mourners fled 
the church. 

Radney defended Burns in 
the death of his former cli¬ 
ent. A jury deliberated for 
five hours before finding 
Burns nof guilty by reason of 
insanity, according to The 
Alexander City OutlookO
